tories. 

“Permit me to assure you that 
I will appreciate any business 
you may Le able to send my way 
and will offer every facility in 
the prompt settlement of your 
claims when collected through 
this office... Yours truly, 

FRANK. M. SLATER, 
Public Administrator. 
Siater was seen this morning by ,a 
Post-Cispateh reporter.in his office on 
the fourth floor of the Times Building. 
and asked ‘about the letter to the un- 
dertakers. He expressed surprise on 
learning that the Post-Dispatch had 1 
copy of the letter and was curious to.

—T 
pared by William Bohn, my chief clerk, - 
he said, “and was sent out merely to 
rotify the undertakers that I have suc- 
ceeded Newell in this office, just as any 
business man might send out a letter 
with his card in taking a new office or 
entering a new business.” 

Asked what he meant in the letter 
when he said to the undertakers, ‘I will 
appreciate any business. you may be 
able to send my way,” he said that had 
no particular meaning. “It certainly 
was not meant the way the Post-Dis- 
patch seems to have accepted it,’ he 
said. 

Slater said he had read and ap- 
proved the letter before it was pre- 
pared in circular form. Bohn was not 
present in the office. He was chief 
clerk in the office under Newell and 
also during the regime of Harry 
Troll as Public Administrator. 

Slater’s office has a general appear- 
ance of newness. The furniture, rugs 
and linoleum are new, as is also a card 
hanging on the wall, which contains thse 
telephone numbers of the city hospital, 
city infirmary, city sanitarium, Koch 
Hospital and other places where deaths 
might occur, and the. numbers of the 
city morgue and police headquarters. 
There is also a card on the wall which 
contains the names, addresses and tele- 
phone numbers of. all the undertakers of 
the city. 

What the Law Permits. 

The law permits the Public Adminis- 
trator to file as administrator on prop 
erty of all persons dying intestate, his 
fee being 5 per cent of the estaie. 

When Harry Troll was Public Admin- 
istrator, 1908-12, it was his custom to 
take hold of all estates where he had 
reason to believe the owners diea intes- 
If a will was found, naming an 
executor, the Public Administrator was 
removed automatically. If no adminis- 
trator was named, the Public. Admin- 
istrator administered the estate, or 
sometimes: relinquishe@ his authority 
upon receipt of money in settlement. 

Undertakers who received the letters 
from Slater said they presumed he want- 
ed them to notify his office promptly 
of every death handled through their 
establishments, so that his agents could 
begin prompt investigation to determine 
if the deceased left property upon which 
he could file as administrator.

BABY $26,000 A YEAR 


His Mother Pays Out $80,360 in 
Three Years, for His 
Maintenance.

NEW YORK, Jan. 31—Mrs. William 
R. Dick has filed in the Surrogate’s 
court an accounting of all proceedings 
affecting the property of her son, John 
Jacob Astor VI, whose father was jost 
on the Titanic.

and two athletic slides, $20. Besides 
this, he received as a birthday gift a 
pie for 20 guests, at a cost of $18.

SPEAKS TO JOINT SESSION 


Calls President’s Peace Address 
Epoch Making, Predicts End 
of ‘War in Year.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. $1.—Senator 
Stone, in an address to the Legislature 
in joint session today, urged the mem- 
bers to co-operate with Gov. Gardner tn 
his efforts to wipe out the deficit'in the 
State treasury and put the 
finances on,a sound basis. Individual 
opinions, he said, will have to be sac- 
rificed in the interest of team work if 
substantial results are to be obtained. 
| "You are facing a deficit in your State 
treasury of about $2,000,000,"" Stone said, 
‘“‘T have great faith in the ability, ca- 
pacity and high purpose of your Gov- 
ernor and of the members of the Legis- 
lature. But these problems cannot ba 
met in a haphazard way. It will require 
the best thought and the most thorougn | 
co-operation to solve them and to get 
our State out of debt. 

“If | were a member of this Senate 
or this House I would seek the advice of 
the Governor of the State and his execu- 
tive consellors, because as the responsi- 
ble head of the State Government he is 
also a part of the law-making power. 

“The State must g6 forward. Whether 
it will move with gigantic stride or on 
limping feet rests with you.” 

Senator Stone also said he considered 
President Wilson’s recent speech an 
“epoch-making document” and declared 
that “it will play an important part. in 
the shaping of human history of .the 
present generation.’’ 

“There never has been a time in all 
history,” Stone said, “when such an 
opportunity has presented itself to 
impress upon the peoples of the earth 
the - fundamental principles of this 
great democracy. 

“Such an address delivered in time 
of peace would have caused little 
comment. But when all Eurone was 
deluged in blood, and when men from 
a dozen nation~ were dying “by mil- 
lions, every man, from the most pow- 
erful war lord to the humblest soldier 
in the trenches, read it every word, 
and this theory—uron which has been

our at democracy—will command 
their. serious consideration as a so- 
lution for world problems.” 

Such an agreement to maintain 
peace as the President proposed, 
Stone said, would not be an entang- 
ling alliance. 

‘The European war is about to close,”’ 
he said, ‘it cannot: possibly continue 
longer than another year or such a 
matter, because the belligerent nations 
--many of them, at least—are facing a 
condition of absolute exhaustion.” 

Stone also disqussed the financial dif- 
ficulties confronting the national Gov- 
ernment. The expenses of the national 
Government for the current year will 
be larger than for any previous Year, 
he said, and will exceed the revenues by 
about $400,000,000,

DECORATIONS COSTLY 


Marble Angels From Napels, in 
Fifteenth Century Style, 
Valued at $30,000. 


Breckinridge Long, who was sworn in 
Monday at Washington as Third As- 
sistant Secretary of State, expects to 


have completed within six weeks the pri- 
vate art museum, adjoining his residence 
at 5145 Lindell boulevard, which bids 
fair to attain the distinction of being 
ene of the costliest and most magnifi- 
cent one-room structures in the coun- 
try. 

Without including furnishings, tapes- 
tries and paintings which the edifice is 
to house, and counting only its mural 
decorations, the museum, which is 70 
feet long, 30 feet wide and 2 feet high, 
is estimated to have required an ex- 
penditure of $200,000. The possibilities 
for further expense, in the acquirement 
of precious art objects, are almost lim- 
itless. 

The rectangular structure of Bedford 
stone, standing to the east of the resi- 
dence and connected with it by a loggia, 
has attracted much attention in the last 
several months, and there has been 
much speculation among the uninformed 
as to what its purpose might be. Its 
severely simple exterior gives little 
promise of the beauties to be inclosed 
in the stone casket, which were seen by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

Entrance to Museum. 

Entering the loggia, one is confronted 
by a marble fountain, which is being 
carved by Paul Manship. one of the 
most vigorous of American sculptors, 
examples of whose work are to be foun] 
in the foremost art museums, including 
the St. Louis Museum. To the north of 
the fountain is the entrance to the mu- 
seum, the doors of which, fine speci- 
mens of Italian wood carving of the 
fifteenth century, were taken from an 
Italian palace. The antique idea is car- 
ried out by swinging the doors on old- 
fashioned staples instead of hinges. 

The opposite side of the entrance, 
within the museum, consists of a door 
frame in marble bas-relief, which is 
said to be the last word in finesse and 
charm of architectural : carving. All 
around the door runs a delicately cut 
frieze of helmets, shietds, battleaxes, 
eagles and dragons. The carving was 
done by Peter Rossack, an eminent 
Viennese artist, who, with five assist- 
ants, was four months on the task. Tne 
cost of this door is calculated at about 
$12,000. Rossack executed the door be- 
tween the delivery room and the vesti- 
bule in the St. Louis Public Library, the 
doors in the J. P. Morgan Library and 
the University Club Library in New 
York, and the statuary group on the 
Grand Central Station in New York. 

Turning from the door, the visitor’s 
fascination is instantly won by the dom- 
inating feature of the museum—its 
gorgeous mural decorations, execuied by 
Harry Siddons Mowbray, famous Amer- 
ican painter. He is known for his mural 
decorations in the homes of F. W. Van- 
derbilt and Collis P. Huntington, in the 
Morgan Library, in the New York Uni- 
versity Club and the New York Appel- 
late Courthouse. 

Portraits of Masters. 

In the Long museum the decorations 
run a complete circuit of the room along 
a cove ceiling—a concave portion inter- 
posed between the flat ceiling proper 
and the walls. In the lunettes and me- 
Gallions are portraits of the great mas- 
ters of the Italian Renaissance—Raphael, 
Michael Angelo, Dante, Cellini, Da Vinci, 
Titian, Petrarch, Tasso—and symbolical 
figures representing the arts. Each of 
the four corners has two of the latter 
figures, impersonating Poetry, Sculp- 
ture, Architecture, Pottery, Goldsmitiy, 
Painting, Illumination and Music. Mow- 
bray spent six months in St. Louis com- 
pleting these paintings. 

The master-hues of the decorations 
ere gold and scarlet, painted in mosaic- 
like designs, and giving am effect of 
Byzantine splendor. The color scheme 
is taken from the Borgia Apartments in 
the Vatican at Rgme._ Intertwining 
among the pictures runs a garland of 
fruits, and beneath them, all around 
the room, is a frieze of Assyrian bulls. 
The walls are to be hung with green 
tapestries, shot with threads of gold. 
The place of honor on the north wall 
is given to a section of the original 
tomb carved in marble in the Fifteenth 
Century by Antonio Rossellino, a 
celebrated Florentine sculptor, for. the 
wife of Antonio Piccolomini, Duke 
of Amalfi. It was a _ reproduction, 
made by Rosellino himself, of his own 
loveliest masterpiece, the tomb of a 
young Cardinal Prince of Portugal. The 
Piccolomini tomb was until recently 
preserved in the Church of S. Maria 
del Monte at Naples, and was acquired 
for the Long Museum at.a cost said to 
have been $30,000. Its chief figures are 
a group of angels, carved in relief. 

The middie of the east wall is de- 
voted to a monumental Italian fireplace 
of marble, dating from the Thirteenth 
century. It will be equipped with and- 
irons of wrought iren, representing the 
| craftsmanship of the same period. 

Italian Walnut Book Cases. 
Victor Berlindis, a Viennese wood- 
carver, and 30 assistants spent a 
year in executing the Lookcases of 
Italian walnut, in antique design, 
which are to take up one end of the 
gallery. Their cost is said to have 
been about $15,000. 

Conspicuous among the furnishings 
are to be a great Umbrian walnut ta- 
ble, dating from the Thirteenth cen- 
tury, and several companion throne- 
crairs. These were purchased at the 
sale of the furnishings of the Davan- 
vati Palace, in Florence, held in New 
York. They constituted one of the 
niost notable art collections 


brought to this country, and their sale

The museum was planned as a home 
for the notable collection of paintings 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Long, which in- 
cludes two Rembrandts, a Corot and a 
Turner. Most of these paintings are at 
present in the Art Museum, but two of 
them, Rembrandt’s Portrait of his Wife, 
and “The Setting Sun,’ considered one 
of the finest works of George Inness, are 
now on exhibition in Cleveland. 

The other paintings in the collection 
are: ‘‘Woman and Dog’ and “‘Fontaine- 
bleu Forest,’’ by Diaz; ‘‘The Calin,” by 
Clays; ‘“‘Moonlight,”’ by the elder Ryder; 
“The Quai,’”’ Meunier; “On the Beach,” 
Blommers; “Olive Trees at Corfu,” Sar- 
gent; ‘‘The Brook,” Rousseau; ‘On the 
Warpath,” Wimar; ‘In the Village,” 
L’Hermitte; “Effet du Matin,’ Corot; 
“Sheep Pen,” Jacque; “Saskia as Miner- 
va,” Rembrandt; ‘“Diverney,’”’ Monet; 
“Cazin's Country,’ Fournier; ‘Little 
Sister,’’ Sorolla: ‘‘Geese,’’ Millet; ‘‘Nor- 
man Castle,”’ Turner; ‘‘“Garden Scene,” 
Hopkinson Smith, and ‘‘Sleep,’’ Danger- 
field. 

In addition Mrs. Long now has on ex- 
hibition at the Art Museum a remark- 
able collection of antique Chinese snuff 
bottles, made of jade, agate, ivory, 
porcelain, gold and glass. These, also, 
will find a home in the private museum. 

System of Lighting. 

An interesting factor of the structure 
is its system of lighting. During the 
day it will be lighted through a sky- 
light occupying most of the roof’s area; 
at night it will also be illuminated 
through the skylight, by means of pow- 
erful lamps placed between the ceiling 
and the roof. There will not be a single 
light within the room itself. 

The style of the building, within and 
without, is Italian Renaissance, and its 
model was one of the wings of the Mor- 
gan Library. The plans, both architec- 
tural and decorative, were placed in the 
absolute charge of Guy Study, an archi- 
tect, with offices in the Wright Build- 
ing, to whom carte blanche was given 
so far as expense was concerned. Work 
on the bujlding began two years ago. 

Long, an attorney, is 35 years old. . He 
is president of the St. Louis Art League. 
He was educated at Princeton and the 
Washington University Law Schoo]. In 
1912 he was married to Miss Christine

Man Who Was Believed to Be Hope- 
lessly in Hear, Passes Rivals 
When They ‘fleep. 
DALTON, Minn., Jan. 31.—While seven 
drivers in the Winnipeg-St. Paul 5309-mile 
dog race slept here last night, Fred 
Hartman, the American driver, passed 
through the town headed for Ashby, 
Minn., eight miles to the southeast. Race 
officials later tried to find him, but with- 

out success. 

When Hartmann left Fergus Falls last 
evening he announced he would “hit the 
trail’’ again at daylight, no matter at 
what hour he stopped for the night. 
Fergus Falls tried to get him to stay 
there and a banquet had been prepared 
for him, but instead of being the guest 
of honor, Hartman pushed out on the 
trail despite a keen northwest wind. He 
is believed to have covered more than W 
miles during the day and part of the 
night, as against 33 miles for his rivals. 

Until last night Hartman was believed 
to be hopelessly out of the race. Shortly 
after leaving St. Agatha, Manitoba, he 
lost his lead dog, which was killed when 
the other members of the team attacked 
him. Since then Hartman has. driven 
only three dogs during a greater part 
of the time, carrying an injured animal 
on his toboggan. From St. Agatha tc 
this place Hartman has traveled entirely 
on foot, while his rivals have ridden 
more than half of the time.

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CREDITORS T0 PICK 
A NEW TRUSTEE

Meeting Probably Will Be Held 
Next Week to Select Suc- 
cessor to J. C. Tobin. 


THEIR ACTIVITY UPHELD 


Court of Appeals Says Lower 
Court’s Criticism of Conduct 
Was Not - Warranted. 


A meeting of the creditors of the 
bankrupt brokerage firm of Payne & 
Becker will probably be held neat week 
for the election of a trustee to succeed 
John C. Tobin, whose removal was re- 
cently ordered hy the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in reversing the 
decision of Judge Pollock of the United 
States District Court. The date of the 
meeting will be set by Referee Coles ax 
soon as the mandate of the court 
reaches him. 

Judge Pollock, at the conclusion 
the original trial of the suif to oust 
Tobin, brought by a majority of the 
creditors of the bankrupt firm, criticised 
the creditors and their attornev, Rar- 
dolph Laughlin, for their activities in a 
campaign to elect a trustee. He said 
the proceedings had attacked the intes- 
rity of Tobin, and nothing had been 
produced in the testimony tc substanti- 
ate serious charges made aguinst him 
and he therefore declined to remove him. 

Judge Amidon, who wrote the opinion 
of the Court of Appeals, said the cam- 
paign conducted by the creditors for the 
election of 2 trustee satisfactory ty 
them, characterized by Judge Pollock as 
“shameful end disgraceful,’’ was proper. 

“One of the distinctive features of the 
present bankruptcy law is the power it 
gives the creditors in the administration 
of the estate,’””’ Judge Amidon said. ‘‘It 
treats the estate as theirs and requires 
that they be consulted in meetings at all 
important steps. They may also compel 
special meetings at any time for the ex- 
pression of their views. : 

“If a majority seek a factional advan- 
tage to the injury of the minority, it is 
the duty of the Court to interfere and 
protect the rights of all. But so long 
us the majority seeks no advantage ex- 
cept such as shall accrue to the benefit 
of all the creditors, their judgment 
should prevail, unless the circumstance. 
are quite exceptional.”’ 

In speaking of an alleged attempt of 
E. C. Becker, father of Bontie A. Begg 
er, a member of the bankrupt firmg, to 
control the election of the trustee to 
avoid litigation against himself, which 
was sought by a majority of the cred- 
itors, the Court said: 

“It is manifest that the activity of 
E. C. Becker to control the election of 
a trustee must be treated quite differ- 
ently from the campaign of the creditors 
to accomplish that result. Betker’s 
campaign was conducted in antagonism 
to the creditors to protect himself from 
liability. To place his activities in the 
same light as those of the creditors, as 
the Court did, is to visit the just and 
unjust with the same condemnation.” 

Of Judge Pollock's decision the Court 
said: ‘‘We join with the trial Court in 
completely exonerating Tobin from all 
charges which affect his integrity. We 
think that the learned Judge, in his zeal 
to protect Tobin's character, lost sight 
of the interests of the estate. It was 
not necessary that either be sacrificed. ’ 


FLETCHER TO GO TO MEXICO SOON 


Carranza Expected to Reciprocate by 
Sending Ambassador to Warhiarton. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Henry P. 
Fletcher 's preparing to leave for Mex- 
ico within a few days to assume the po- 
sition of American Ambassador, unfilled 
since Henry Lane Wilson was recalled 
after the assassination of Madero fvur 
years ago. It is belleved Gen. Carranza 
will reciprocate by sending an accredit- 
ead Ambassador to Washington. 

This will mark the resumption of for- 
mal diplomatic intercourse, broken Apr‘l 


23, 1914, when Charge Nelson O’Shaugn- 
nessy was handed his passports by 
Huerta on the occupation of Vera Cruz 
by American marines. Many American 
Consuls probably will be ordered to re- 
turn to heir posts soon.

WOMAN HAS EXCITING

Finally Arrested, Suspected of 
Stealing Own Car, on Trip 
From Hiawatha, Kan. 


After having encountered many dif-

At Warrenton, Thursday night Mrs, 
Barnes inquired if the St. Charles 
ferry was running. The men of the 
touring car stepped up and volun- 
teered the information that it was. 
She had intended not to go to 8&t. 
Charles rext morning if she could 
not cross the river. 

At St. Charles she found the river 
too low for the ferry to cross, but the 
men who had followed her the day 
before were there. They had left 
Warrenton the night previous. Mrs. 
Barnes left St. Charles Friday after- 
noon, telling a garage keeper to tele- 
phone her as s00n as ferry service 
resumed, ’so she could return for hor 
car. 

Saturday afternoon the garage 
keeper telephoned her two men in 2 
touring car were at his place and had 
informed him she wished them to get 
her car and drive it to her in St. 
Louis. Mrs. Barnes told him not to 
give up the car. Late that night an 
attempt was made to break iAato the 
garage. 

Yesterday Mrs. Barnes went to St.

70 DEBATE PEACE 
SPEECH, 38 10 30 


Congressional Action on Ques- 
tions Related to Address Now 
Thought to Be Uulikely. 


WASHINiTON, Jan,  31.—Congres- 
sional action at this session on’ ques- 
tions related to’ President Woilson’s 
peace address, appear today to be un- 
lively, because of the Senate's tabling 
yesterday of senator Cummins’ motion 
to take up his resolution for an open 
debate on the subject. The vote was 38 
to 30 and Democrats demonstrated their 
ability to stand together to prevent a 
general discussion, which their leaders 
believed would be without result except 


to delay the legislative program. 
Three other resolutions touching on 
the President's peace plan are still be- 
fore the Senate, however, and Repub- 
lican Senators have announced their in- 
tention to speak on the subject. 


Cummins Discusses Address, 
Senator Cummins spoke at length, de- 
claring that to carry out President Wil- 
con's suggestions would necessitate the 
creation of a world Power that would 
destroy the sovereignty of nations, and 
lead the United States inevitably either 
into constant world war, or constant re- 
bellion against the authority of the new 
world-sovereignty his peace league plan 
would create. ' 

‘Replying, Senator Hitchcock insisted 
that the lowa Senator’s criticisms were 
based upon an erroneous assumption 
that the Presidént proposed a new -cnili- 
tary world Power to enforce peace. The 
President, Senator Hitchcock declared, 
advocated diminution of armaments, the 
rule of reason and the right of all na- 
tions to work out their own policies. 

Praising the President’s purpose in 
seeking to bring an end to the war. and 
eulogizing much of his address, Senator 
Cummins confined his criticism to his 
own interpretation of conditions which 
Mr. Wilson would impose on America’s 
joining a league to enforce peace. 

“But one conclusion can be drawn 
from the President’s utterances,”’ he 
said. “It is that over all the nations 
of the earth there shall be a common 
and supreme power, which will not only 
undertake to decide all the controver- 
sies which may lead to international 
disturbance, but which, having entered 
judgment upon them, will compel obedai- 
ence. 


Arms to Compel Obedience. 

“There is but one way in which obedi- 
ence can always be compelled. The pro- 
testing or rebelliotis nations must be 
overcome by force of arms. 

“That I am right in the interpretation 
which I have put upon the message is 
further proved by the analogy which 
he finds between the Monroe Doctrine 
and his doctrine for the world. I will 
not pause to point out that instead 
of analogy there is utter repugnance; 
but evidently there is a parallel in his 
mind, and that is sufficient for my 
present purposes. 

“Those who think the President does 
not intend that the decisions of tho 
league of nations are to be executed by 
force have but to remember that if any 
foreign nation were to attempt to in. 
vade the American Monroe Doctrine 
there is but one way for the United 
States to enforce it. Without the force 
of arms, either actual or potential, be- 
hind it, our policy in this regard would 
be the emptiest bravado.” 


In concluding his address the Iowa 
Senator said he stood with the Presi- 
dent in every moral effort possible for 
him to exert to end the present war, 
but refused to follow him “when he 
leads the way toward the world sove- 
reignty which he has proposed.” 

Senator Hitchcock predicted that after 
the ‘war there would be such a develop- 
ment of democracy and sentiment for 
popular government that a future war 
would with great difficulty be forced 
upen the people. Future peace of the 
world, he said, would depend upon self- 
government and publicity of diplomacy. 
Secret diplomacy and acts.of a few in- 
dividuals, he insisted, thrust the pres- 
ent war upon the world. 
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Low Priced Moving Picture Camera 
for Amateurs. 

The Movette, a motion picture camera 
for amateurs, made to sell for $29.75, is 
now ready for marketing, according to 
an announcement by the inventor, Frank 
L. Hough of Chicago. The inventor de- 
clares that this new machine will take 
perfect pictures and is so simple of 
manipulation that any amateur con 
operate it. It weighs only two pounds 
and measures seven inches long, five 
inches high and two and one-half inches 
wide—about the size and Shape of a 
book. Jt uses roll films, 50 feet to the 
roll, and may be loaded in daylight. 

As a companion to the camera, Hough 
has perfected a home moving picture 
projector which may be operated with 
ordinary home-lighting current. It 
is larger than the camera, but sti’ 
small enough to be conveniently carried 
around. The inventor and his associates 
have formed the Movette Camera Cor- 
poration and will manufacture the ma- 
chines at Rochester, is.

What were the exact words of Mr. Justice Me-

Manager of Eagle Company Says | 


They Are Discount for Cash 
Payment for Retail Purchases. 


The introduction of bills in the Legisla- 
ture to prohibit the use of trading 
stamps has started a contest in which 
retail mercantile interests of St. Louis 
are interested both for and against the 
wneasures. St. Louis is also the home of 
the principal trading stamp companies 
doing business in the State. 

The largest of the trading stamp con- 
cerns in Missouri is the EKagle Trading 
Stamp Co., owned by David May, Moses 
and L. D. Shoenberg and I. H. Lesem. 
A Post-Dispatch reporter foday asked 
Col. Lesem, manager of the stamp com- 
pany, to explain its method of doing 
business. 

Explanation by Manager. 

“The principles of the trading stamp 
business are very simple,’’ Col. Lesem 
said. ‘“‘It is well known that the manu- 
facturer allows a discount for cash to 
the jobber or wholesale merchant to 
whom he sells his goods, and that the 
wholesale dealer, in turn, gives a dis- 
econut for cash ‘to the retail mer- 
chant.’ Until the trading stamp 
system was devised the retail merchant 
did not give his customers the benefit of 
any discount for the payment of cash. 

‘We sell our stamps to merchants at 
$2.50 a thousand, and redeem them at $2. 


on each 1000 stamps we sell, ar, in other 
words, we do business on a 20-per-cent 
profit.. Out of our profits we have to pay 
our office expenses, including rents, the 
salaries of 40 persons, printing bills, ete 
This company was established 14 years 
ago, and in the first seven years it did 
not make a dollar. Whatever is left 
now out of our 20 per cent,-after ex- 
penses are paid, is divided among the 
partners who have created the business. 

Not Owned by Famous & Barr Co. 

“There seems to have been created 
the impression that the Eagle Stamp Co 
is owned by the Famous & Barr Co. 
That is not true. David May and Moses 
and L. D. Shoenberg cf the Famous & 
Barr Co, are interested in the stamp 
company, just as-they are-interested in 
Many other enterprises. This is a side 
issue with them. 

‘We have more than 3000 accounts on 
our books. While our businéss is largely 
in St. Louis, we have accounts through- 
out Missouri, and some in {@ilinois and 
Arkansas. The Famous & Barr Co. is 
our largest customer, and it pays us ex- 
actly the same price for our stamps as 
our smallest customer. Out of every 
dollar taken in by our company, 80 cents 
is immediately set aside as a*reserve 
fund to redeem the stamps. 

“Our books show that more than (9s 
per cent of the stamps sold are returned 
for redemption. In fact, more than 299 
per cent are redeemed, but we keep 
books on them only to 98 per cent. 

“Through. our company alone  dis- 
counts amounting to more than $500,009 
every year are given to the people of St. 


‘Louis. But for the trading stamp sys- 


tem, the buying public would be deprived 
of this large sum of money. 

“The merchants use the trading 
stamps in two wavs: First, to give a dis. 
count for cash, and, second, as an ad- 
vertisement to attract business. Many 
small merchants cannnot afford to ad 
vertise in the newspapers, and they ex- 
pend what would be their advertising 
appropriation for stamps. 

Denies Stamps Increase Prices. 
“The merchants who issue trading 
Stamps do not sell at higher prices than 
the merchants who do not. Otherwise 
there would be no inducement for the 
public to trade with the trading stamp 
merchant. 

“The trading stamps are redeemed bv 
merchants generally on the basis of $2.51) 
in merchandise or $2 in cash. The eol- 
lector of trading stamps does not have 
to get all of his stamps from one store 
He may trade with a dozen different 
merchants issuing Eagle stamps, and anv 
of them will redeem his stamps. 

“In the fight which is being made on 
trading stamps it is charged that the 
Supreme Court of the United States, in 
the Florida and Washirigton Cases, co'!- 
demned the practice of issuing stamps. 
The decisions in those cases were 
against companies redeeming their 
stamps in premiums, instead of cash. 
There never has been a decision by any 
court unfavorable to any company re- 
deeming its stamps in cash. In more 
than 200 different decisions the courts 
have upheld the rights of companies re- 
deeming stamps in cash or merchandise. 

“Gov. Harmon of Ohio. recognized as 
an able constitutional lawyer, vetoed a 
bill pronioiting the use of trading stamps 
and Gov. Walsh of Massachusetts ve- 
toed a similar bill. In both Florida and 
Washington, since the Supreme Cour: 
decision, trading stamps are being is- 
sued and redeemed in cash or merchan- 
dise. ’ 
“Since we have been in business in S:. 
Louis more than 100 other trading stamp 
companies have been started and failed. 
There are now several rival] companies 
doing business here. It has been our ex- 
perience that it costs a great deal of 
money to establish a trading stamp busi- 
ness. 

Stamps for Each 10-Cent Purchase. 

“Merchants issuing trading stamps 
give one stamp with cach 10 cent pur- 
chase. A book of 1000 stamps represents 
an expenditure of $100. Stamps are given 
only with cash sales, or on accounts 
paid in cash on or before the 10th of 
each month. It is a generally recog- 
nized principle in business that payment 
by the tenth day of the month follow. 
ing the purchase is equivalent to casi) 
For the saine reason that some ter- 
chants extend credit to customers. it 
may be said that other merchants giv: 
trading stamps; both are interested in 


increasing their business. One holds out 
the inducement of credit to inereuse 
sales, and the vther holds out the in- 
ducement of the equivalent of a cast 
discount of 2 to 2% per cent.’ 

The customer upon acquiring 1900 
stamps may take them to any trading 
stamp merchant for redemption and re- 
ceive $2 In cash or $360 tn merchandise.

NAMEOKI, ILL:, BECOMES CITY

88 of Town’s 1438 Voters 

Against Continuing in 
Village Class. 

A hot fight resulted yesterday one 


'the voters of Nameoki, Ill., in Madison 


County, went to the polls to vote on a 
proposition for the incorporation of the 
village as a city. Automobiles were used 
to get out all the votes and by this 
method the campaigners for and against 
the proposition succeeded in bringing 143 
voters to the polls. 

As a result of the balloting Nameoki 
today finds itself a city after having 
been a village in speech and fact for %% 
years. The votes cast on the proposi- 
tion were 8 for and 565 against it. Sixty- 
three women voted on the measure, @ 
majority of three voting for it. 

The fight for the incorpotation was led 
by the five men of the town who con- 
duct established businesses. They are the 
owners of two general stores, two sa- 
loons and a blacksmith shop. 

After the victory bonfires were lit last 
night and a general celebration was be- 
gun, which lasted until well toward mid- 
night. One of the first things done by 
the leaders of the faction for incorpora- 
tion, after the result of the vote was an- 
nounced, was to decorate the town well, 
which is said to be 100 years old, with 
crepe: Nameoki adjoins Granite City to 
the northeast. It is 3 years older than 
Granite City. Merchants of the latter 
town bitterly opposed the incorporation 
of Nameoki.

the party committees to maintain the bipartisan 
agreement and to select good men. But the Re- 
publicans, having a majority in this city, have re- 
fused to accept the Democratic nominees. The 
agreement has failed and the standard of School 
Board nominees has deteriorated. The Kuhs nom- 
ination is a sample. The board is getting deeper 
and deeper into politics and there is imminent 
danger that the dominant party will take over 
the public schools management for spoils purposes. 

Under the present plan, the people are helpless 
to oppose the party bosses who select School 
Board candidates. The Grossman bill is designed 
to maintain a nonpolitical board by empowering 
the Mayor to appoint a bipartisan Board. Its 
adoption would assure a bipartisan board selected 
by a responsible elective officer and thus prevent 
a political board selected by irresponsible party 
bosses. The bill is in the interest of the schools 
and the people of St. Louis. But a few St. Louis 
party bosses are stronger with the Legislature 
than the people of St. Louis.

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FORGETTING THE PEOPLE. 


In the pretended compromise bill, now under 
way in the United States Senate, providing for a 
standing arbitration committee of railway man- 
agers and railroad employes, without the com- 
pulsory investigation features urged by President 
Wilson, no recognition whatsoever is made of the 
rights of the public. It ignores the lesson so 
forcibly impressed upon the country last summer 
when the trainmen brotherhoods, in order to gain 
their own selfish ends, threatened to paralyze the 
industries and commerce of the United States. 

The bill now in preparation in the Senate is 
vital legislation. Unless it plainly makes para- 
mount the public interest in case of differences 
between the railroads and the men, it will be prac- 
tically worthless. No act of Congress is needed 
to provide for a joint commission of employers 
and employes for the consideration of disputes. 

Unless the rights of the public are fully pro- 
tected, unless the power of the Government to 
intervene and compel a thorough investigation as 
a step toward the prevention of railroad strikes 
is recognized plainly, the great body of the people 
will be left at dhe mercy of a few quarreling rep- 
resentatives of capital and labor. 

There is only one reason for congressional ac- 
tion in this matter, and that is in behalf of the 
people. Lawmaking ought not to be indulged in 
except for a serious public purpose.

DELEGATING THE TAX POWER. 
A novel proposal in tax levying has been de- 


vised by the Ways and Means Committee of thé 
National House of Representatives. The commit- 
tee tacked to the revenue bill, which it is shap- 
ing, a provision empowering the President, when 
he has reason to think the Government’s expendi- 
tures. will exceed the income, to reduce the ex- 
emptions of the income tax and te increase the 
surtax on larger incomes, This is to be done by 
presidential proclamation. ‘ ; 

The power to levy taxes is conferred by the 
Constitution on Congress alone. Is it constitu- 
tional to delegate it to the chief executive? We 
have seriqus doubt on that point. Certainly it fs 
opposed to the spirit if not the letter of the in- 
strument. The delegation of the taxing power 
to the President is contrary to the whole scheme 
of constitutional representative government. 

If it were constitutional, would it be wise to 
turn over to the President the power to say how 
much tax shall be levied on particular classes of 
taxpayers in order to make the revenue fit ex- 
penditure? Would it not be better for Congress 
to fit expenditure to revenue?

Inventories of 16 Estates Com- 
pared With Last Personal 
Returns of Testators. 


A comparison of the inventories of 16 
estates with the last personal tax re- 
turns of the testators, made today by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter from the rec- 
ords of the Probate Court and the Tax 
Assessor’s office, shows that the 16 St. 
Louisans possessed at time of death

$2,844,729 of taxable personal property. 
when the last tax return was 
entered, they made a total return of 
$127,300. 

The difference between the total tax- 
able personalty and the total personal 
tax returns was $2,717,429. 

The list of estates printed in the ac- 
companying table supplements a num- 
ber of such lists in the Post-Dispatch 
since June 22, 1915. 

For the purposes of this comparison 
estates with more than $50,000 personal 
property were taken, with one excep- 
tion, that of Martin Michael, worth $32,- 
128. 

The total value of the personal prop- 
erty listed in these 16 estates was $10,- 
530,428, of which $7,685,699 was exempt 
property, such as shares of stock and 
insurance policies. 

Now that this taxable personal prop- 
erty has passed from its former owners 
into their estates, it is in the power of 
the City Assessor to increase the as- 
sessment, for 1917, from $127,300 to $2,- 
844,729. : 

If such an increase is made it will 
mean that the city and State treasuries 
and the School Board will receive next 
year in taxes—if the present rate of 
$2.35 on the $100 valuation is continued— 
which it received 
last year, an increase of $63,829. 

The largest personal estate in today’s 
list is that of Richard C. Kerens, for- 
mer Ambassador to Austria-Hungary. (tt 
was inventoried at $6,656,703, of which 
$2,089,268 was taxable. In 1915 Kerens 
gave the value of his taxable personal 
property at $12,900, and paid $303 in taxes 
on it. If the Assessor increases the as- 
‘sessment for 1917 to $2,089,263 the tax 
would be $49,097, an increase of $48,794. 

Samuel M. Kennard of 4 Portland 
place in 1915 made a return of $100,000 on 
notes, bonds and other credits, and his 
inventory shows at time of death that 
he possessed only $106,532 in taxable 
personalty. His total personal property 
was listed at $1,250,163. 

Frank H. Britton, who was president 
of the Cotton Belt Railway, left personal 
property listed at $506,928, of which $118,- 
826 was taxable. His 1915 tax return 
was for $4160. , 

Uriel L. Clark of 29 Portland place. 
lumberman, left a personal estate listed 
at $505, 865, of which $128, 638 was tax- 
able. His 1915 tax return was for $2700. 

Helen R. Kimball of 13 Washington 
terrace left a personal estate listed at 
$410,793, of which $87,143 was taxable. 
Her 1915 tax return was for $3160.
